THE PANIC CAUSED TROUBLE. 

“The transactions with this bank from 
January 1, 1889, the time I took my seat, up to 
October or November, 1890, were entirely satis- 
factory. All demands on the bank were 
promptly met. In October or November, 1890, 
the financial panic commenced, caused largely 
by the failure of the Barings in London, which 
paniv swept overthis city, and in the latter 
part of November the Keystone bank showed 
evidence of the trouble. I was applied to by 
the bank for assistance, but could not give 
any. About November 25th, however, fearful 
there might be further trouble, I deposited 
with the president of the bank 100 bonds of the 
Baltimore Traction Company, of $1,000 each, 
to enable him to use them at the clearing 
house, where he did use them, and obtained a 
loan from the bank. These bonas,or their face 
value, were to be returned to me in a few days, 
but never were. As before stated, during 
1889 the business with the bank was 
entirely satisfactory. I had deposited 
with them during 1889 large sums 
of the state money, which, when wanted by 
me, were promptly returned, so that when the 
president applied to me in the spring of 1890 
to make other deposits I complied, and during 
the year of 1890 1 with the bank vari- 
ous sums, (of which Bardsley gave dates and 
amount) aggregating $945,000. For each of 
these deposits 1 received from the bank clear- 
ing house a due bill. The receiver of the bank 
has refused to admit this indebtedness of the 
bank, and the eee at large has also refused 
to believe I did make these deposits.“ 

Bardsley, therefore, submits in minute de- 


tail various points of evidence to support his 


statement that the money was placed in the 
bank and due bills given him therefor. This 
proof of Bardsley consisted of entries on the 
stuts of the bank’s due bill book, private let- 
ters from President Marsh and other private 
memoranda. Of this $945,000, Bardsley says 
only $200,000 was returned to him. 

Continuing, Bardsley says: About No- 
vember 1, 1890, I notified the bank that on 
November 26, 1890, I would have to call on 
them for $400,000 to pay the state treasurer 
on November 26th. was not able to collect 
the $400,000, nor any part thereof, nor have I 
been able since to collect any part of the $925, 
000. The entire amount is still in the bank, 
or it should be there. 

WHERE HE BRINGS DREW IN. 

During all these months, and especially 
during December, Bank Examiner Drew made 
many public declarations that every national 
bank in Philadelphia was safe and solvent, 
and that the people need fear no danger. 
During the fall of 1890, he assuréd me time 
and time again that the Keystone was all 
right and in as good standing us any otlier 
national bank in Philadelphia in proportton to 
capital and surplus. Nothing was left undone 
on my part to protect the interests of the city 
and of the state. When the true condition of 
the bank was ascertained I was with everybody 

astonished 


that Drew-did not know of the 


insolvency of the bank, and so expressed myself 
to President Marsh, who said he believed that 
Drew did know all aboutit. But from the 
fact that he (Drew) was under obligations to 
Lucas and myself, also, for money borrowed, 
he (the president) thought that Drew wanted 
toassist the bank all he could. The president 
said that atthe time of Lucas’s death he 
(Marsh) had taken out of Lucas’s drawer a 
promissory note or notes signed by Drew for 
money borrowed, and that he still held them 
with what had been loaned him up to 
date. The same amounted to $2,850. The 
president also stated that valuable presents or 
sums of money had been presented or given to 
Drew by himself or Mrs. Lucas, or by both. I 
assert most 8 that Drew should have 
known the true condition of the bank, and had 
he communicated the fact to me or 
even hinted it, I would never have permitted 
the city and state and my own funds to 
have remained there. Marsh stated to me that 
on one occasion during the lifetime of Lucas, 
Drew came toexamine the bank books. It 
was a week before the time he was expected. 
A messenger was at once dispatched to Lucas 
at his home, who sent Drew a note which 
caused him to at once leave the bank and 
tpone the examination for one week. 
rew at that time had an assistant named 
Trenholm who, Marsh told me, took board at 
his home at the request of Lucas, and that this 
young man kept Marsh fully advised of the 
movements of Drew as to times when he was 
to come to the Keystone bank. ä 
AS TO WANAMAKER. 

During the time I was in the office of the 
city treasurerI never had any transactions 
with Postmaster General Wanamaker, nor 
have I any personal knowledge of his trans- 
actions with the Keystone bank. I have seen 
it stated prior to the run on the bank and be- 
tween that time and March 20th, that Thomas 
B. Wanamaker, son of John Wanamaker, 
Marsh and myself were yery 5 seen 
together. This is absolutely false. uring 
the past two or three years I have never been 
in company with either John Wanamaker or 
his son, Thomas B., except once when I called 
to ask Thomas B. Wanamaker where a letter 
would reach his father, who was with Presi- 
dent Harrison on his trip to California. As I 
wished to write, and did write John Wana- 
maker, asking him to use his influence with 
Lacey, comptroller of currency, in favor of the 
appointment of Thomas M. Thompson, city 
coniptroller, as receiver of the bank. I visited 
Lacey for this purpose in Washington, and as 
strongly as I could, urged the appointment of 
Thompsou as receiver of the Keystone bank, 
basing the claim on the large interest the city 
had in the bank. 

Bardsley then acknowledged his transac- 
tions with Glendinning & Co., and receiving 
interest upon his deposits of public money 
from a dozen or more banks and banking 
firms, and says that when he transferred his 
interest in the Bradford mills to John and 
James Dobson he was fully satistied 
that the Dobsons woald have to pay 
to the city and state the full amount 
of their responsibility on his bonds ($220,000) :

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OUR STRONG BOX. 


Statement of the United States Treasurer— 
Operations to Date. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The United States 
treasurer’s statement issued today showing 
operations to the close of; business, June 20th, 
gives the following figures: Cash balance $43,- 
097,810; deducting $21,665,746 on deposit in 
the national banks, and $20,173,625 fractional 
silver or a total of $41,840,371, leaving d net 
balance or surplus of $1,257,439. A statement 
prepared in the secretary’s office giving opera- 
tions to date shows a net balance in the treas- 
ury of $4,765,000. Referring to the statement 
that cash in the treasury today is 
$87,000,000 less than it was Juiy 1, 1890, 
including the amount held for the redemption 
of national bank notes, treasury officials said 
this afternoon that the books of the treasury 
department show that the amount paid out in 
the purchase of the bonded indebtedness of the 


810,843, or $26,810,843 more than the reduction 
in cash referred to. — 

A statement prepared at the treasury de- 
partment shows that the net gold in the treas- 
ury, coin and bullion, on the 20th instant, was 
$121,333,339, or 8111873, 824 less than was held 
on the Ist instant, and $68,899,065 less than 
was in the treasury on June 1, 190. 
The statement only goes back to January, 
1888, at which time net gold in the treasury 
amounted to $202,955,184, or $81,621,845 more 
than at present. Gold holdings were greatest 
in March, 1888, when they were $218,818,253. 

Receipts from customs at the port of New 
York during the first twenty days of June were 
$5,493,139. Receipts during the corresponding 
period of last year were $9,348,074. It is esti- 
mated that two-thirds of the customs revenues 
are collected at New York, and that the total 
receipts for customs for the present fiscal year 
ending June 30th next will be about $5,000,000 
less than the previous fiscal year 

The comptroller of currency today appointed 
Theron P. Giddings, of Kalamazoo, receiver of 
the National City bank of Marshali, Mich. 


BLAINE AND PAUNCEFOTE, 


Additional Correspondence On the Reci- 
procity Proposals. 

Orrawa, June 23.—In the senate yesterday 
additional correspondence on the reciprocity 
proposals between Canada and the United 
States was brought down. This embraced the 
correspondence between Blaine and Paunce- 
fote on the matter, and the first batch of letters 
deals with the preliminary grrangements for 
the conference. Then comes a letter from 
Blaine to Pauncefote, written a short time be- 
fore the conference, in which he says:

NEAL STILL IN THR RACE WITH 
THREE COUNTIES. 


THE CINCINNATI! GANG AT HIS BACK. 


Campbell Engorsed Everywhere but Cincin- 
nati and Toledo—Talk About Indiana °* 
Foraker's Aspirations. 


Crncinnatt, O., June 23.—[Special.]—The 
war between the Campbell and Neal factions 
of the democracy continues to rage with un- 
abated fury. It seams to be Hamilton county 
against the rest of the state. Campbell has 
the best of it thus far in instructed delegates, 
and it seems certain that he will be nominated 
in spite of the opposition. 

The only counties of those which have 
elected delegates that are} against the 
governor are Hamilton with 82, Ross with 10, 
and Washington with 8. These are for Neal, 
Ross being his home county. 

Some of the conservative democrats in the 
state want to have both Neal and Campbell 
withdraw as the bitterness engendered by the 

fight will be hard to heal over. There seems 
to be no doubt that outside of Cincinnati and 
Toledo, Campbell is more popular; but the 
question is, can he afford to be slaughtered in 
thése two counties, as he surely will be, and 
yet carry the state? I think that he would be 
defeated by at least 7,000 in Hamilton county 
and if is doubtful if he would make up the loss 
in the remainder of the state. 

The governor is very confident that he will 
be nominated on the first ballot. He has not 
yet indicated when he wants the convention 
held. He has a large majority of 
the state committee and can have 
the convention just when he pleases. 
If the people’s party continues to grow in 
Ohio the democrats can elect any one they 
may nominate. The governor’s friends realize 
this and that is one reason that they are 80 
persistent in insisting that he be renominated. 

Gray Is Coming On. 

A prominent Indiana democrat, who is in 
Cincinnati today, and who is a warm friend of 
ex-Governor Gray, says that Gray is the com- 
ing man in that state since the death of Sen- 
ator McDonald. Gray and McDonald were 
bitter enemies. The latter with his friends 
fought Gray bitterly at the Chicago 
convention three years ago and had 
much to do with keeping him 
out of the nomination for vice president. 
McDonald was a man of much force and the 
mossback elemént will mourn his loss for a 
long time. He was not popular with the 
masses on account of his hard money views. 
He never was in line with his party on the 
money question, and was against the free coin- 
age of silver. He was also too conservative 
to auit a good many on the tariff. 

Foraker’s Aspirations. 

Fire Alarm Foraker intends to succeed Sher- 
man in the senate if it is possible for him to 
do so, although the alliance seems likely to 
have the balance of power.

Governor Pattison Disapproves of Both Re- 
apportionment Bills. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., June 23.—Both bills di- 
viding the state into congressional and legisla- 
tive districts were vetoed this morning by the 
governor. He gives his reasons in extenso, 
his main objection: to both bills being that 
they are unfairand contain many irregulari- 
ties that are contrary to the constitutional re- 
quirements. He is willing, he says, to post- 
pone the reapportionment of the state to a 
legislature which shall be elected by people 
thoroughly awakened to a sense of how their 
representatives have failed to meet this duty. 


THE PRODUCTION OF RAINFALL. 


Experimenting by Sending Explosives to 
the Clouds. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The last agricul- 
tural appropriation act contained an appropri- 
ation of $7,000 to be used in experiments in 
the production of rainfali. The department 
is now about to embark in these experiments, 
having prepared to test practically the theory 
that heavy explosions cause rainfall. Last 
evening a preliminary trial was made and a 
balloon sent up in the northern suburbs ex- 
ploded with great violence amid the clouds, 
Whether the subsequent downpour of rain 
later in the evening was caused by the explo- 
sion remains to be determined, and the de- 
partment will try the experiment on a large 
scale tomorrow to test the efficacy of this 
means of breaking summer droughts.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 23.—Up to a late 
hour last evening quite a crowd of dépositors 
lingered at the doors of the Nashville Savings 
bank, which failed yesterday. Hon. 
John Ruhm, attorney for the bank, is still 
engaged in shaping up the assignment. The 
Messrs. Sax say that they have put every 
dollar of their assets, both of the bank and 
their personal property, into the assignment. 
Not only were expressions of regret general at 
the unexpected event, but offers of substantial 
aid were made immediately from all sides. 
The institution has been in existence over a 
‘quarter of a century and has been throughout 
this period one of the most highly esteemed 
banking houses in Nashville. It is hoped that 
within a few weeks business may be resumed. 
Among the principal creditors are: First 
National bank, $65,813; Fourth National bank, 
$22,260; American National bank, $19,000; 
N. Martin, $18,000; A. L. Landis & Co., 
$15,500; Commercial National bank, $11,000; 
John S. Bransford, $10,600, all of which are 
secured assets consisting of loans, over drafts, 
stocks, bonds, cash and real estate, and are fully 
equal to liabilities.

THE PANIC CAUSED TROUBLE. 

“The transactions with this bank from 
January 1, 1889, the time I took my seat, up to 
October or November, 1890, were entirely satis- 
factory. All demands on the bank were 
promptiy met. In October or November, 1890, 
the financial panic commenced, caused largely 
by the failure of the Barings in London, which 
paniv swept over this city, and in the latter 
part of November the Keystone bank showed 
evidence of the trouble. I was applied to by 
the bank for assistance, but could not give 
any. About November 25th, however, fearful 
there might be further trouble, I deposited 
with the president of the bank 100 bonds of the 
Baltimore Traction Company, of $1,000 each, 
to enable him to use them at the clearing 
house, where he did use them, and obtained a 
loan from the bank. These bonas,or their face 
value, were to be returned to mein a few days, 
but never were. As before stated, during 
1889 the business with the bank was 
entirely satisfactory. I had deposited 
with them during 1889 large sums 
of the state money, which, when wanted by 
me, were promptly returned, so that when the 
president applied to mein the spring of 1890 
to make other deposits I complied, and during 
the year of 1890 deposited with the bank vari- 
ous sums, (of which Bardsley gave dates and 
amount) segregating $945,000. For each of 
these deposits I received from the bank clear- 
ing house a due bill. The receiver of the bank 
has refused to admit this indebtedness of the 
bank, and the public at large has also refused 
to believe I did make these deposits.“ 

Bardsley, therefore, submitsin minute de- 


tail various points of evidence to support his 


statement that the money was placed in the 
bank and due bills given him therefor. This 
proof of Bardsley consisted of entries on the 
stuts of the bank’s due bill book, private let- 
ters from President Marsh and other private 
memoranda. Of this $945,000, Bardsley says 
only $200,000 was returned to him. 

Continuing, Bardsley says: “About No- 
vember 1, 1890, I notified the bank that on 
November 26, 1890, I would have to call on 
them for $400,000 to pay the state treasurer 
on November 26th. was not able to collect 
the $400,000, nor any part thereof, nor have I 
been able since to collect any part of the $925, 
000. The entire amount is still in the bank, 
or it should be there. 

WHERE HE BRINGS DREW IN. 

“During all these months, and especially 
during December, Bank Examiner Drew made 
many public declarations that every national 
bank in Philadelphia was safe and solvent, 
and that the people need fear no danger. 
During the fall of 1890, he assuréd me time 
and time again that the Keystone was all 
right and in as good standing as any other 
national bank in Philadelphia in proportton to 
capital and surplus. Nothing wasleft undone 
on my part to protect the interests of the city 
and of the state. When the true condition of 
the bank was ascertained I was with everybody 
else astonished that Drew-did not know of the 
insolvency of the bank, and so expressed myself 
to President Marsh, who said he believed that 
Drew did know all aboutit. But from the 
fact that he (Drew) was-under obligations to 
Lucasand myself, also, for money borrowed, 
he (the president) thought that Drew wanted 
toassist the bank all he could. The president 
said that at the time of Lucas's death he 
(Marsh) had taken out of Lucas’s drawer a 
promissory note or notes signed by Drew for 
money borrowed, and that he still held them 
with what had been loaned him up to 
date. The same amounted to $2,850. The 
president also stated that valuable presents or 
sums of money had been presented or given to 
Drew by himself or Mrs. Lucas, or by both. I 
assert most positiyely that Drew should have 
known the true condition of the bank, and had 
he communicated the fact to me or 
even hinted it, I would never have permitted 
the city and state and my own funds to 
have remained there. Marsh stated to me that 
on one occasion during the lifetime of Lucas, 
Drew came to examine the bank books. It 
was a week before the time he was expected. 
A messenger was at once dispatched to Lucas 
at his home, who sent Drew a note which 
caused him to at once leave the bank and 

tpone the examination for one week. 
ree at that time had an assistant named 
Trenholm who, Marsh told me, took board at 
his home at the request of Lucas, and that this 
young man kept Marsh fully advised of the 
movements of Drew as to times when he was 
to come to the Keystone bank. ä 

AS TO WANAMAKER. 

During the time I wasin the office of the 
city treasurer I never had any transactions 
with Postmaster General Wanamaker, nor 
have I any personal knowledge of his trans- 
actions with the Keystone bank. I have seen 
it stated prior to the run on the bank and be- 
tween that time and March 20th, that Thomas 
B. Wanamaker, son of John Wanamaker, 
Marsh and myself were very 5 seen 
together. This is absolutely false. During 
the past two or three years I have never been 
in company with either John Wanamaker or 
his son, Thomas B., except once when I called 
to ask Thomas B. Wanamaker where a letter 
would reach his father, who was with Presi- 
dent Harrison on his trip to California. As I 
wished to write, and did write John Wana- 
maker, asking him to use his influence with 
Lacey, comptroller of currency, in favor of the 
appointment of Thomas M. Thompson, city 
coniptroller, as receiver of the bank. I visited 
Lacey for this purpose in Washington, and as 
strongly as I could, urged the — of 
Thompson as receiver of the Keystone bank, 
basing the claim on the large interest the city 
had in the bank. 

Bardsley then acknowledged his transac- 
tions with Glendinning & Co., and receiving 
interest upon his deposits of public money 
from a dozen or more banks and banking 
firms, and says that when he transferred his 
interest in the Bradford mills to John and 
James Dobson he was fully satistied 
that the Dobsons woald have to pay 
to the city and state the full amount 
of their responsibility on his bonds ($220,000) ;

OUR STRONG BOX. 


Statement of the United States Treasurer— 
Operations to Date. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The United States 
treasurer’s statement issued today showing 
operations to the close of; business, June 20th, 
gives the following figures: Cash balance $43,- 
097,810; deducting $21,665,746 on deposit in 
the national banks, and $20,173,625 fractional 
silver ora total of $41,840,371, leaving d net 
balance or surplus of $1,257,439. A statement 
prepared in the secretary's office giving opera- 
tions to dateshowsa net balance in the treas- 
ury of $4,765,000. Referring to the statement 
that cash in the treasury today 18 
$87,000,000 less than it was Juiy 1, 1890, 
including the amount held for the redemption 
of national bank notes, treasury officials said 
this afternoon that the books of the treasury 
department show that the amount paid out in 
the purchase of the bonded indebtedness of the 
United States since that date has been $113,- 
810,843, or $26,810,843 more than the reduction 
in cash referred to. 2 

A statement prepared at the treasury 
partment shows that the net gold in the treas- 
ury, coin and bullion, on the 2th instant; was 
$121,333,339, or 8117873, 824 less than was held 
on the Ist instant, and $68,889,065 less than 
was in the treasury on June 1, 1890. * 

The statement only goes back to January, 
1888, at which time net gold in the treasury 
amounted to 8202, 985, 184, or $81,621,845 more 
than at present. Gold holdings were greatest 
in March, 1888, when they were 5218, 818, 283. 

Receipts from customs at the port of New 
York during the first twenty days of June were 
$5,493,139. Receipts during the corresponding 
period of last year were $9,348,074. Itis esti- 
mated that two-thirds of the customs revenues 
are collected at New York, and that the total 
receipts for customs for the present fiscal year 
ending June 30th next will be about $5,000,000 
less than the previous fiscal year

BLAINE AND PAUNCEFOTE. 


Additional Correspondence On the Reci- 
procity Proposals.

‘THE CINCINNATI GANG AT HIS BACK. 


Campbell Engorsed Everywhere but Cincin- 
nati and Toledo—Talk About Indians 
Foraker’s Aspirations. 


Cincinnati, O., June 23.—[Special.]—The 
war between the Campbell and Neal factions 
of the democracy continues to rage with un- 
abated fury. It seams to be Hamilton county 
against the rest of the state. Campbell has 
the best of it thus far in instructed delegates, 
and it seems certain that he will be nominated 
in spite of the opposition. 

e only counties of those which have 
elected delegates that are} against the 
governor are Hamilton with 82, Ross with 10, 
and Washington with 8. These are for Neal, 
Ross being his home county. . 

Some of the conservative democrats in the 
state want to have both Neal and Campbell 
withdraw as the bitterness engendered by the 
fight will be hard to heal over. There seems 
to be no doubt that outside of Cincinnati and 
Toledo, Campbell is more popular; but the 
question is, can he afford to be slaughtered in 
these two counties, as he surely will be, and 
yet carry the state? I think that he would be 
defeated by at least 7,000 in Hamilton county 
and if is doubtful if he would make up the loss 
in the remainder of the state. 

The governor is very confident that he will 
be nominated on the first ballot. He has not 
yet indicated when he wants the convention 
held. He has a large majority of 
the state committee and can have 
the convention just when he pleases. 
If the people’s party continues to grow in 
Ohio the democrats can elect any one they 
may nominate. The governor’s friends realize 
this and that is one reason that they are so 
persistent in insisting that he be renominated. 

Gray Is Coming On. 

A prominent Indiana democrat, who is in 
Cincinnati today, and who is a warm friend of 
ex-Governor Gray, says that Gray is the com- 
ing man in that state since the death of Sen- 
ator McDonald. Gray and McDonald were 
bitter enemies. The latter with his friends 
fought Gray bitterly at the Chicago 
convention three years ago and had 
much to do with keeping him 
out ‘of the nomination for vice president. 
McDonald was a man of much force and the 
mossback elemént will mourn his loss for a 
long time. He was not popular with the 
masses on account of his hard money views. 
He never was in line with his party on the 
money question, and was against the free coin- 
age of silver. He was also too conservative 
to suit a good many on the tariff. 

Foraker’s Aspirations. 

Fire Alarm Foraker intends to succeed Sher- 
man in the senate if it is possible for him to 
do so, although the alliance seems likely to 
have the balance of power.

A Scheme Which May Lift the Road Out 
of Trouble, 

PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—Those in this city 
who are interested in the Charleston, Cincin- 
nati and Chicago railroad, have about com- 
pleted arrangements for a reorganization of 
the road and it is to so far com 
pleted that it will be enabled to earn 
interest upon its bonds. It is proposed to take 
the road out of the hands of the reciever and 
complete a large portion of it. Those directly 
interested in the road’s future some time ago 
prepared a plan of reorganization and sub- 
mitted it to the creditors. Engineers were 
sent to Tennessee, Georgia and other states 
through which the road is to run, and the re- 
ports they brought back were so encouraging 
that a general agreement to the plan of reor- 
ganization was agreed to. During the week 
just passed nearly every creditor has affixed 
his signature. Only a few small ones have 
not signed, and these are expected to come 
withiu the next day or so. As soon as this is 
done, application will be made to hand the 
property over to the stockholders. The en- 
gineer’s examination resulted in ascertaini 
the fact that if between $600,000 and $700, 
is expended on the road at once, it can be so 
far completed that interest may be earned 
upon all bonds that have been issued.

The two had a 
great day on Saturday, and the euphonies of 
the one floated out on the air, while the heal- 
ing touch of the other was vigorously sought 
by the credulous of eve age, color and con- 
dition. 

But a change came over the spirit of his 
work. It was hinted around that the doctor 
had been run out of several towns in the state 
on account of the dishonorable character of 
his business, and different newspaper reports 
seemed to convey the impression that he was a 
humbug and imposter. Accordingly, an un- 
seen cloud was hanging over his largely at- 
tended entertainment at night, and a few 
minutes later it delivered itself of a shower of 
eggs, onions, potatoes and other offensive 
missiles. 

The doctor left his stand and sought pro- 
tection from the city, and a couple of police- 
men were stationed on the ground to preserve 
order. Atalater hour another volley was 
sent toward the stand and chaos and confusion 
reigned supreme. The crowd rushed in every 
direction, while the music of the occasion dis- 
appeared in the gloom. * 

The doctor fixed up his merchandise, left a 
local negro on guard and sought protection in 
the gathering crowd. He was seen bya Con- 
STITUTION reporter and related a story of the 
ill treatment given him, which he character- 
ized as a shameful disgrace to a civilized com- 
munity. He claims to be an ex-confederate 
soldier and has been licensed by the state to do 


ed business in his line in any part of Georgia. He 


says that his business is perfectly legitimate, 
and that every man who buys of him gets value 
received; that he isa poor man, working to 
the best of his ability to make an honest liv- 
ing; that he has been mistreated by people in 
different towns, and that it has been done be- 
cause he was maliciously given a bad name in 
other places. He says that he only requests 
the people to show him charity until they find 
that he does not deserve it, and he will then 
abide the result. a 

The matter has been talked of considerably 
today, and the action of the boys who threw 
the missiles has been generally condemned.

And When His Adversary Came to Town 
Shot Him Down. 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., June 23.—A special 
from Hugoton, Kan., states that Colonel 8. 
N. Wood, the most noted man in western 
Kansas, was brutally murdered today by 
James Brennan. The murderof Wood is only 
one of a long list of tragedies that 
have resulted from the notorious 
Stevens county seat war. Today’s tragedy 
resulted directly from one immediately pre 
ceding it, which has become known the coun- 
try over as the Sheriff Cross murder case. 
During the trial at Paris, Tex., Brennan was 
one of the principal witnesses for the state.

The Day With Ozburn. 

It was a busy day with Ozburn—a day full 
of stirring events. 

The monotony of his daily prison life was 
badly broken. 

Physicians and others called during morning 
and afternoon and even last night. 

His condition generally was about the same. 
Dr. Hagan called at an early hour and found 
him slightly better; at about 7 o’clock Dr. 
Griffin visited him and reported no change. 

The evening before he passed exceedingly 
well. He went to sleep, and it was a sleep 
sound and easy. 

About 2:30 o’clock e morning Mr. 
Turner went to his cell, but finding him asleep 
retired. A second visit at 4 o’clock was a 
repetition. 

A short while afterwards Ozburn was 
awakened afterasplendid rest and given a 
bottle of beer, which he drank. 

At7o’clock his physicians called. When 
they were gone he was given a hearty break- 
tast. It consisted of two eggs, a piece of beef- 
steak, biscuit and a cup of coffee. 

These he ate with an evident relish. He 
drank nearly all of the coffee. The food he 
retained, and soon was resting well and quietly 
until nearly 12 o’clock, save the occasional 
call of physicians. 

Toward nocn he was given a good, stiff 
toddy. From this time until about half-past 
2 o'clock he lay upon his cot, staring in his 
old, customary way at the ceiling. 

Just before 3 o'clock, Edwards, the p 
tographer, on Whitehall street, visited the jail 
to secure a photograph of Ozburn. 

The prisoner was lying upon his cot in his 
cell wide awake when the artist called. Billy 
Turner, one ofthe guards, entered the cell 


saying: 

„Charley, don’t you want a photograph of 
yourself.“ 

I haven't anything fit to wear,“ replied 
the prisoner, glancing at his night clothing. 

„Oh well, here are your breeches, said Mr. 
Turner, we can put them on, that's enough.“ 

As Mr. Turner spoke he took Ozburn's 
trousers from a nail on the wall and handed 
them to him. Ozburn threw his feet off the 
bunk and, sitting up, reached out for the 

ants. Slowly he drew them on, and rising to 
his feet, said: 

„I don’t believe I'm strong enough to 
Walk.“ 

„We'll help you, said Mr. Gladys, one of the 
revenue prisoners, a trusty. 

„Where do you want me to go,“ he asked. 

„Out in the office,’’ was the answer. 

Instantly Ozburn’s face brightened. A 
smile came to it, and looking Mr. Turner 
squarely in the face, he said: 

Out in the office! 

Then, after a second’s pause, he went on: 

„Out in the office; then that’ll give mea 
chance to get a breath of pure air.“ 

Mr. Turner took the prisoner by one arm 
and Mr. Gladys caught the other. They began 
walking towards the cell door. Just at the 
door Ozburn stopped suddenly. 

An ague seemed to seize him. 

He trembled like a ieaf from head to foot. 

His almost colorless face became deathly 


white. 

„What did you say they wanted with me?“ 
he asked. 

Ozburn was evidently apprehensive of some 
unseen danger. 

„Only a photograph,“ answered Mr. Gladys. 

„Come on, Charley, said Mr. Turner, per- 
suasirvely. 

A second of hesitation and Ozburn moved 
along more calmly. As he stepped through 
the cell door into the jail office he paused 
again. Casting a quick giance around, again he 
began trembling. 

Then seeing nothing to arouse his suspicions 
he step out. 

To all it was apparent that he was quite 
weak. Hisstep was feeble, almost tottering. 
He was walked to the very front door of the 
jail and given a chalr. 

Only the heavy iron door was between the 
prisoner and liberty. 

With a longing, wistful glance he peered

He was all at- 
tention. To all around him it was evident 
that his interest had been aroused. 

Nov press it, Mf. Ozburn,”’ said the artist. 

Instantly Ozburn put all his strength in the 
pressure. The exertion showed plainly how 
weak he was. 

But he forgot to relax his grip. 

Mr. Edwards quickly observed this, and 
throwing his hand over the camera quietly 
remarked : 

“That'll do, Mr. Ozburn.“ 

Ozburn dropped the bulb, asking: 

Ho is it?’ ’ 

Then he turned his glance through the iron 
doors again 

While the photographing was going on two 
revenue prisoners were moving a pair of scales 
upstairs, The scales were planted, and then 
Superintendent Faith said: 

Charley, don't you want to weigh?“ 

“I don’t care,“ was the answer. 

„How much did you weigh, Mr. Ozburn, be- 
fore you came here?“ asked Dr. Hagan. 

About 180 pounds,“ was the answer. 

Ozburn arose from his chair and with an 
officer on either side began moving towards 
the scales. He mounted the scalos easily, but 
as the attendants were relaxing their grip 
upon him he said: 

Don't let me go or I’]1 fall.“ 

He began tottering and might have fallen 
had not the ofticers caught him. 

He weighed 106} pounds, 

As he stepped from the scales Dr. Hagan re- 
marked: 

Can't you let him sit here by the window? 
The light and the cool air will do him good.“ 

Ozburn was given achair by the window 
and as he sat down Dr. Hagan began studying 
him carefully. In the oftice he remained 
seated upright in a chair watching the men in 
the yard. At times he was addressed but on 
each occasion his reply was very brief—some- 
times not to the point, 

At intervals Mr. Faith would bring some one 
with whom Ozburn had been familiar in jail 
previous to his present condition. 

Some he failed to recognize, others he looked 
at fora moment and then said he had seen 
them before. While: this was going on the 
postman called. Among the letters was one 
marked E. A. Underwood. He was shown 
the address and asked if he could read it. 

He took the letter, held it at quite a distance 
and was gazing at it like a child attempting 
to decipher its first reading lessons. Mr. 
Faith then told him it was Underwood, and 
asked Ozburn if he knew him. There was 
a negative shake of the head. 

In a short while he was asked if he wished 
anything toeat. His response was a vigorous 
shake of the head. Several dishes were sug- 
— tohim and finally his dinner was or- 

ered to be prepared, consisting of broiled 
bacon, biscuit and coffee. 

While waiting for it, Mr. Gladys, one of his 
_ faithful attendants, told him to try to 
walk. 

‘*I can’t,’ he said. I'm not strong enough.” 
“Oh, you can try. If you fall we'll catch 
vou.“ 

He arose from his chair slowly and started 
to walk toa chair about seven or eight feet 
distant. As be stood up he pointed to his 
head, saying 

„I'm dizzy.“ 

For two or three steps he got along all right. 
He then began to totter, and but for being 
caught would have fallen. 

His dinner came at this juncture, and he 
sat down to it, as it was placed in a large box 
in a corner of the office. He leaned over, 
and beginning to eat, looked up and said: 

„It's good.“ 

It was apparent that he was sincere, for he

quickly dispatched most of the meal set be- 
fore him. He drank an entire cupful of 
coffee. 

Soon after this he was taken back to his 
cell. For over an hour he remained quiet and 
rested easily. At 5 o’clock, however, he be- 
gan to feel badly, and vomited. 

This was the signal fora troublesome hour 
or so, for he complained at intervals of feeling 
badly. 

In Ozburn's Cell. 

As the prisoner was returned to his cell Mr. 
Ernest Wilkinson, THE CONSTITUTION’S ar- 
tist, went with him. 

Ozburn laid down the instant he entered the

„Wait, Charley,” said Mr. Turner as he 
smoothed the cot. Let's take off them 
pants.“ 


Ozburn rose and gave the jailer some little 


assistance in removing the wearing apparel. 
Then as he iay upon the cot a sketch of his 
position and the flower-covered table near his 
cot was made. 

Ozburn’s eyes, as he lay upon his cot, went 
to the ceiling. There they rested upon. one of 
the drawings made by Sam Hill when he was 
confined in the same cell, That drawing, 
almost ghastly in itself; has been Ozburn’s 
only companion in months. It was drawn by 
Sam Hill when he was almost as hopeless as 
Ozburn now is. Hill stands with the arms of 
his wife around him. She seems to be appeal- 
ing to him for protection. Near by is a pal- 
metto tree, and around this tree a huge ser- 
pent is coiled, with its protruding tongue 
pointing towards Mrs. Hill- in his hand 
Hill has a pistol, in the act of 
firing at the serpent. That serpent, 
Hill declared was Simons, the man he killed. 
Behind the tree is a devil, the tempter of his 
wife. 

For months Ozburn has gazed at this 
picture vacantly. 4 

His Wife Calls. 

His wife called late in the evening. She 
asked him several questions, but he felt in no 
condition to taik and the words received no 
reply. Mrs. Ozburn remained with him fora 
few minutes longer and then’ left with her 
eyes filled with tears and her face one of 
pitiable sadness. 

Besides the physicians, she was his only 


‘caller during the day. 


Dr. Griffin saw him at 7 o'clock, just after 


he had passed the time so disagreeably. He 


found that the sick man had retained no food 
and prescribed atoddy or milk punch to be 
given him. 
The Scaffold Is Now Ready. 

The scaffold was put in position at the east- 
ern end of the jail yesterday. .

Dr. R. B. Ridley was one of the physicians 
who would not venture the slightest opinion 
as to Ozburn’s mental condition. When called 
on by a ConsTITUTION reporter he was bus 
reading a work on insanity, evidently wit 
Ozburn in his mind. 

Jean say nothing about his case now,“ he 
answered in reply to a question, as I will be 
a witness tomorrow morning and thinkit right 
that nothing should be said by me before then. 
Ozburn’s physical condition, however, was 
much better than I expected.“ 

Dr. G. G. Roy was unable to express an 
opinion, he said, as he did not think he could 
give a correct one after only one visit. 

„J talked to Ozburn,“ he said, and made as 
thorough an examination us was possible under 
the circumstances. I will go again in the 
morning before the trial, so as to form a more 
positive Gpinion about his case. The greatest 
deféct which I noticed during my conversa- 
tion with him was his apparent loss of 
memory. I asked him if he had 
ever had a trial, and he said that 
he had not and seemed to remember nothing 
abqut the crime for which he was convicted. 
I will be able to give an opinion in the morn- 
ing which will be founded upon a more thor- 
ough knowledge of his condition than I now 
possess. 

Dr. N. O. Harris would express no opinion. 
not even as to Ozburn’s physical condition. 

„There has been an understanding among 
the physicians, I believe,“ he said, not to 
say anything about the matter before we are 
called on in court, and so, of course, I am 
dumb.“ 

Dr. J. S. Todd was another who said noth- 
ing successfully. He would not talk before 
morning he said, and then he would tell all he 
knew. 

Mrs. Ozburn and the Governor, 


When Mrs. Ozburn was in the governor’s 
office on Monday morning she begged of him 
to go to the jail and see her husband. 

he governor told her there was no use in his 
going, as the case was out of his hands and in 
the hands of a jury to try him for insanity. 

But the case might not be out of the hands 
of the governor. Shoutd the jury decide this 
morning that he is insane the he will be sent 
to the asylum by the court without any action 
whatever by the governor. But suppose the 
jury says he is a sane man. Or suppose there 
is a mistrial. It would not appear likely, from 
all the reports and from the differences of 
opinions expressed, that the jury will agree. 
In this event then there will be other pleas to 
the governor for clemency, and they will even 
be stronger than those already made. 

Perhaps there has never been so much and 
so strong influence brought to bear upon the 

vernor to commute a sentence as there has 

en in this case, and bad Governor Northen 
any good grounds upon which to base a com- 
mutation of the sentence, there is no doubt 
but that he would have done it before this. 

Suppose half of the jury say he is sane and 
half that he is insane? In that event the 
governor, in all probability, will go to the jail 
himself, see and talk with the condemned 
man, and if he believes him insane then per- 
haps he will act and commute the sentence to 
life jm prisonment.

The Case of Charles Ozburn. 

It is not our purpose to comment on the 
guilt or innocence of Charles Ozburn, who 
is under sentence to be executed tomorrow. 

Nor do we feel inclined to say anything 
concerning the question that has been raised 
about his sanity. , This is to be settled by a 
jury of his fellow citizens under our law, 
and whatever will be done will be the result 
of the earnest and conscientious investigation 
of twelve good men. | 

But if the reports about the physical con- 
dition of this man are true, and they come 
from the most reliable sources, it would be 
an outrage on humanity to hang the suffering 
victim in the wretched condition in which he 
is reported to be, and if today’s investigation 
demonstrates these reports to be true, a re- 
spite should be granted for at least a long 
enough time to give him a chance to die, or 
to become strong enough to stand to receive 
the cap and rope. 3 

Men who know of his condition say that 
there would be little difference in hanging a 
corpse and this man, and if such be the case, 
what harm can result in giving God’s mercy 
a short time to wipe out the blot of his deed 
by a natural death, even if the man does de- 
serve a felon’s grave. 

If this man goes to the gallows, taken out 
of asick bed, unable to stand on his feet, 
and is executed with a man on each side of 
him tosupport him from falling from physical 
weakness, it would be a shame on the state, 
and would bring down on it the condemna- 
tion of civilized communities. 

What harm, if death robs the gallows? No 
good hearted, true, courageous man would 
be otherwise than glad of it. The man who 
wants the lingering victim to live until he 
can pay the penalty of his crime by a broken 
neck, has a bad heart himself. 

Justice should be tempered with mercy. 

Not one word do we say in favor of par- 
doning this man. Far be it from us to in- 
terfere in the slightest with the judgment of 
the court. This is not within our province. 

But we do say that if the reports about his 
deplorable condition are true, he ought to 
have a respite until he is better, or until na- 
ture has executed the awful verdict of the 
court in the death of the wretched prisoner.

The 
success of this enterprise will be a landmark 
in the south’s progress.

Mr. Kemble’s 1

There is very little to be said in regard to 
Mr. Kemble's letter. He js floundering 
about in a controversy that can have no 
conclusion. We regard the pictures with 
which he furnished The Century as gross 
earicatures; he regards them as infinitely 
more refined than the originals. We have 
never seen in the south such people as he 
presents; he claims to have seen wors. 
There is no ground here for argument. It 
seems that Mr. Kemble and his publishers 
are satisfied with his work, and that is per- 
haps the main thing.

Blaine, Harrison and Free Silver. 

Undoubtedly there is a good deal of by- 
play going on among the republican leaders, 
and this fact lends an interest to the situa- 
tion that it would not otherwise possess. 
Mr. Harrison is in a very active frame of 
mind, and, whatever Mr. Blaine’s condition 
may be, his friends are not allowing his in- 
terests to suffer from inaction. There isa 
struggle going on between these active and 
vigorous forces, which, although it is care- 
fully concealed from the public, has what 
the poet terms, its moments of manifesta- 
tion. 

The silver question is at the bottom of it 
all. Mr. Harrison and Mr. Blaine have 
both suddenly awakened tothe fact that in 
the west and northwest the silver question is 
now the issue of issues, and they are pre- 
paring to trim their sails accordingly. It is 
given out that Mr. Harrison has taken the 
first step towards conciliating the western 
republicans who are in favor of free coinage. 
A little telegram was sent abroad the other 
day by the Associated Press announcing 


| that the new’ silver law, providing for the 


purchase of an increased amount of bullion 
each month, left it to the discrection of the 
president to continue or discontinue the 
compulsory coinage of silver dollars. This 
discretion, it was stated, would probably be 
exercised by the president in the direction 
of continuing the coinage. 

Naturally enough Wall street and its 
organs protest against the intimations con- 
tained in the telegram. They perceive that 
one concession leads to another, and they 
are already beginning to display their nerv- 
ousness. Nevertheless, Mr. Harrison is a 
candidate for re-election, and he cannot 
ignorethe movement in the west in favor of 
the free coinage of silver. There is a vital- 
ity about this movement that is calculated 
to take a doubting candidate's breath away 
and it is said that Mr. Harrison has his 
doubts about the policy of free coinage of 
silver. 

On the other hand, if Mr. Blaine is a can- 
didate at all, he is not a doubting candidate, 
After a long course of training, he is pre- 
pared to allow his whole being to throb, as it 
were, in unison with the popular pulse. 
There was recently a meeting of western 
republican silver men in New York, called 
to discuss the propriety of making a cam- 
paign in the east without. regard to party. 
At this meeting the familiar figure of 
„Steve“ Elkins, the close personal and po- 
litical friend of Mr. Blaine, was to be seen. 
He took no part in the meeting, but he 
made himself so prominent in the neighbor- 
hood that his presence attracted attention 
and aroused comment. 

It has finally leaked out that Elkins was 
present at the meeting as the friend of Mr. 
Blaine, and the impression he left on the 
republican silver men was that the secretary 
of state is ay ardently in favor of free coinage 
as any silver man to be found in the coun- 
try. It was observed, too, that the repub- 
lican silver men made no concealment of 
the fact that they are for Blaine. Thus, 
whatever credit or popularity belongs to 
swift and shrewd work, is to be claimed by 
Mr. Blaine and his friends. Mr. Harrison 
moves too slow, the fetters of Wall street 
are on his administration. 

There is to be a tremendous effort made to 
commit the republican party to free coinage, 
with Blaine as its leader, but itis an effort 
that will not succeed. The republican 
party demonetized silver, and itis com- 
mitted through its organs and its history to 
the ruinous policy of monometallism. On 
that platform it will be compelled by cir- 


cumstances to stand, and on that platform 


it will be defeated. 


The Outrages of Our Pension Laws. 

There is a disposition among southern 
newspapers not to discuss the enormities of 
the present pension laws of the government 
for fear their views will be attributed to 
feelings engendered by the war. 

No party ever made more out of any issue 
than the republicans have made out of the 
sectional issues of the war. But few of our 
readers are aware of the outrageous extent 
to which the pension laws have been carried 
by that party. | N 

Gratitude prompts any nation to take care 
of its disabled veterans and their widows 
and children. This is not charity, but the 
duty that every government owes to the 
men who risk their lives in its defense. 

But the manner of distribution of federal 
pensions under our present laws, and we 
refer to the pension laws covering all the 
wars of the United States, is an outrage on 
the government, a debasement of its 
soldiery, and a robbery of the taxpa 

This service pension is peculiar to the 


roll in Washington over 9,000 pensioners of 
the war of 1812 who receive annually the 
benefits of the pension system. 

From 1861 to 1865 the United States 
spent $3,500,000,000, excluding the war ex- 
pense of the cities and states and towns, and 
the property destroyed by confederate 
privateers. Since 1865 we have already 
disbursed in pensions more than one-half 
that sum, and three-fourths of the amount 


‘expended has been under laws passed since 


1879. Weare now paying for the 65,000,- 
000 people in this country $44,000,000 for 
the military, $22,000,000 for the navy, and 
$160,000,000 for pensions, including de- 
ficiencles—a total of $226,000,000 annually. 

The populations of Germany and France 
combined are about 86,000,000, and, with 
large standing armies watching each other, 
ready for action at any moment, the cost of 
armament, maintenance, and pensions for 
all of their wars cost $260,000,000 annually 
for both countries. n 

We know how tax-ridden these two for- 
eign countries are, and we know how 
offensive are the burdens under which they 
groan. To realize that we are worse off 
than they are, and that it will only take a 
few years of enforcement to make the veo- 
ple of this country, excepting certain privi- 
leged classes, suffer the oppression and 
poverty that hangs over Europe like a black 
cloud, is enough to wake our people and 
make them speak out in loud tones for 
reform. 

One-third of the circulating medium of 
the country is absorbed annually by the 
army and navy to pay these enormous 
pension bills. . 

Who pays them? 

Where does the money come from? 

Let the men who have to pinch their in- 
comes to make ends meet answer. Let the 
farmers who suffer for want of money to 
purchase the necessities for home and farm, 
and who cannot make a loan on their land 
or sell it without sacrifice, answer. Let the 
merchant and the mechanic, and business 
men generally who are forced to contribute 
their quota to this gigantic fund, which is 
notoriously distributed in corruption, 
answer. 

The truth becomes more apparent every 
day that about one-fourth of the population 
of the United States is supported entirely 
by the remaining three-fourths, who have to 
foot the bills while the drones live on the 
fat of the land and have an easy time. 

When and where will it end?

white officer. Many of the Indians ran to the 
Black Warrior, on whose bank their village was 
located, and were shot in attempting to escape by 
swimming the river. Old men are now living in 
Walker county who were in this engagement.

KILLING AND HANGING, 


Hang No Man Whose Life Will Not Be a 
Menace. 

At Grace Baptist temple in Philadelphia last 

Sunday afternoon, the question, “Is Capital 

Punishment Right?” was discussed by Dr. Con- 


well and Rev. Sam Small. The Philadelphia 


Times says: 

„Mr. Conwoell said there were two classes of people 
whose views were inspired by the Bible. The first 
class were those who based their views upon the 
commandment, ‘Thou shalt not kill,’ and those 
who based their views upon the words of Jesus, 
‘Thou shalt do no murder.’ ‘There is a difference 
between killing and murder,’ said Dr. Conwell. 
‘Some may killin self-defense, and Jesus taught 
that it is wrong not to defend poor, the help- 
less, the innocent; that He was the good shepherd, 
and that He giveth His life for sheep, but 
never defended Himsolf. 

No man ought to be hanged whose life would 
not be a menace in the future. If a man is wicked 
enough to kill a man, woman or child, will he not 
kill again? Ought he not to be put where he can- 
not commit the deed again? If the prison or the 
reformatory won’t do, ought not his life to be 
taken? There are extreine cases where it is 
warrantable, where the character is so depraved, 
that he would go on doing the same wicked 
deeds, and to protect society his life ought to 
pay the penalty; but never from motives of 


revenge.’

and said: ‘In cases of sudden emergency, w 
it is a question of the survival of only one, no 
man is tamely to submit to the power of insane 
acting. The forty-four states vary in their deal- 
ing with their criminais. Those states which have 
capital punishment have just as much crime as 
those states which punish by imprisonment. 
There is oftener a failure of justice in those states 
where capital punishment exists, because jurors 
cannot do violence to their consciences, and 80 
lynch law is often enforced.’ *

tish minister Secretary Blaine drew 
attention to the fact ‘that it could 
not be unknown to the En- 
glish government that one of the 
most valuable sources of revenue from the 
Alaskan possessions is the fur-sea] fisheries of 
the Behring sea. Those fisheries had been ex- 
clusively controlled by the government of Rus- 
sia, without interference or without question, 
from their original discovery until the cession 
of Alaska to the United States in 1867. From 
1867 to 1886 the possession in which Russia had 
been undisturbed was enjoyed by this govern- 
ment also. There was no interruption and no 
intrusion from any source. Vessels from other 
nations passing from time to time through 
Behring sea to the Arctic ocean in pursuit of 
whales had always abstained from taking part 
in the capture of seals. 

He further argued that this uniform avoid- 
ance of all attempts to take fur seal in those 
waters had been a constant recognition of the 
right held and exercised first by Russia and 
subsequently by this government. It has also 
been the recognition of a fact now held beyond 
denial or doubt that the taking of seals in the 
open sea rapidly leads to their extinction. 
This isnot only the well-known opinion of 
experts, both British and American, based 
upon prolonged observation and investigation, 
but the fact has also been demonstrated in a 
wide sense by the well nigh total destruction 
of all seal fisheries except the one in Behr- 
ing sea, which the government of the United 
States is now striving to preserve; not alto- 
gether for the use of the American people but 
for the use of the world at large.“ 

Mr. Blaine then tersely stated the question 
by saying: 

The killing of seals in the open sea involves the 
destruction of the female in common with the male. 
The siaughter of the female seal is reckoned as 
an immediate loss of three seals, besides the future 
loss of the whole number which the bearing seal 
may produce in the successive years of life. The 
destruction which results from killing seals in the 
open sea proceeds, therefore, by a ratio which con- 
stantly increases, and insures the total extermina- 
tion of the species within a very brief period. It 
has thus become known that the only proper time 
for the slaughter of seals is at the season when 
they betake themselves to the land, because the 
land is the only place where the necessary dis- 
crimination can be made as to the age and sex of 
the seal. It would seem, then, by tair reasoning, 
that nations not possessing the territory upon 
which seals can increase their numbers by natural 
growth, and thus afford an annual supply of skins 
for the use of mankind, should refrain from the 
slaughter in open sea where the destruction of 
the species is sure and swift. 

After the acquisition of Alaska the government 
of the United States, through competent agents 
working under the direction of the best experts, 
gave careful attention to the improvement of the 
seal fisheries. Proceeding by a cluse obedience to 
the laws of nature, and rigidly limiting tne num- 
ber to be annually slaughtered, the government 
succeeded in increasing the total number of seals, 


and adding correspondingly and largely to the | 


value of the fisheries. In the course of a few years 
of intelligent and interesting experiment, the 
number that could be safely slaughtered was fixed 
at 100,000 annually. 

The correspondence during the two years 
which has elapsed shows the readiness with 
which the American secretary has met every 
point. The only claim which England had 
was that based upon bluster. So successful 
has that government been in intimidating 
other nations that she expects obedience as a 
matter of right. Lord Salisbury claimed that 
the Behring was an open sea; Mr. Blaine 
routed him from that position. The claim 
was then set up that the Pacific was an open 
sea, and Behring was part of it. Again Mr. 
Blaine repelled it. The demand followed 
that British vessels should not be seized. 
They were seized. Driven from braggadocio 
and bluster, Lord Salisbury was compelled to 
consent, for the present, to acknowledge that 
Behring is a closed sea, awaiting the result of 
the negotiations. : 

Just let Mr. Blaine remain secretary of 
state, and Salisbury’s admission will become 
permanent.

They came to Atlanta soon after their mar- 
riage. 

It would be hard to find another husband 
and wife so opposite in every feature of their 
general appearance.

THE DIFFERENCES, 


His Card to The Telegraph The Premium 
Committee Has Full Power to Act. 
The Committee to Meet. 


“There is nothing for me to say on the sub- 
ject right now,” said Colonel J. O. Waddell, 
president of the State Agricultural Society, 
when asked about the exact status of the con- 
troversy between Macon and the fair authori- 
ties. 


“Of course,” continued President Waddell, 
“all of the committee recognize the fact that 
the meeting last Saturday in the city of Macon 
was no meeting of the premium committee 
in fact, the premium committee was] not in- 
vited to be present, and that the action had 
that day can have no dinding 
effect, either on the city council 
of Macon, or the premium committee. Their 
action, as I understand it, was that the action 
of this committee, at the meeting at Macon 
last Saturday, could simply be advisory. 

“The intimation that I am in correspond- 
ence with other cities, looking to bids by those 
cities for the fair of 1891, is entirely erroneous, 
I tried to make this plain in a card to The 
Telegraph, and which appears in today’s 
issue. 

“The difference between the premium com- 
mittee and the authorities of the city of Ma- 
con, is simply a difference in the construction 
of the contract, under which we have been 
holding the fair for the past four years. We 
honestly think that the contract has been 
violated by the city of Macon; we do not deny 
them the right to think as honestly that they 
have carried it out in good faith. The differ- 
ence is such, however, that the premium com- 
mittee felt a delicacy, without consul- 
tation with the entire executive 
taking any radical 
steps. They have all along taken the i- 
tion that the premium committee had no 
authority to fix the place for holding the state 
fair unless express authority should be given 
it by the majority of the executive committee. 
The answers we have from the majority of 
the executive committee now indicate that 
the executive committee is willing to give the 
premium committee that power. We shall 
move cautiously in this mutter, having only in 
view the best interest of the society, at the 
same time determined t o do no injustice to the 
interest of any party or parties.“ 

The premium committee has not as yet been 
called together, but a meeting will probably be 
held next week. 

Colenel Waddell’s Card. 

The card from Colonel Waddell, to which 
he refers above, is as follows: 

ATLANTA, June 22.—Editor Telegraph: If the 
Corner Man in your Sunday’s issue is correct, and 
I ain being censured for not meeting Mayor Price 
and, the finance committee om Saturday last, a 
wro has been done me.

On a bench in one corner of the big room is 
a mixed lot of things which appear to be little 
steel boxes, with queer leoking holes in un- 
accountable places in the sides and ends. That 
bench full of little steel boxes cost more than 
$25,000. They are patterns, technically known 
as jigs.“ One of them, in which is made the 
“heart cam,” which throws the shuttle, 
cost $250. It is a little thing which you 
could put in your overcoat pocket, but was 
made of the hardest steel and completed with 
almost infinite pains. The work is true to the 
thousandth part of an inch. There must be 
one of these patterns for each of the 273 parts, 
and some of them must be duplicated, because 
some patterns will not make more than a half 
dozen pieces a day, while others make fifty. 

The plant consists of an immense brick 
building three stories high, flanked 
by the foundry and engine room. The 
foundry is a model in its way and the 
floor of the casting house was covered 
with molds. A heat was on and 
the visitors had an opportunity for seeing the 
always attracting process of pouring hot iron 


' from the ladel into the molds. 


The quality of iron used is a very important 
matter, and in this, the managers of the 
Brosius company take great care. They are 
using now a mixture of Ohio softener,’’ Ala- 
bama charcoal No. 1 foundry, and Birmingham 
No. 1 foundry iron. They have been using 
charcoal iron from Tecumseh, Ala., but 
expect to use some made at 
the new furnace just put in operation at Rome.

Yesterday Dr. F. W. RcRae, secretary of the 
state anatomical board, sent a man up to the 
camp forthe bodies. He is expected with 
them today. 

As soon as they reach here they will be 
thrown in the pickling tank of the Atlanta 
Medical college, and there kept for a month. 


If the relatives of the deceased do not claim | 


and take the bodies within thirty days, then 
they will be distributed by Dr. McRae to the 
different medical colleges in the state for dis- 
section.

The 
medical students were compelled to have 
corpses to, learn the business and the legisla- 
ture thought this the best way to provide 
them with subjects. 

After the students of a medical college have 
carved a bod yito pieces, and they almost make 
mincemeat of it, they bury the fragments 
in quick lime and within a few days nothing 
remains but soil. 

But the convicts killed at Cole City, per- 
haps never thought of nor cared what would 
become of their bodies. 

A Desperate Convict. 

John Rutherford, one of those who escaped 
from the convict camps at Cole City, is a 
negro of forty or forty-five years, sent up from 
Fulton county for nineteen years. 

Rutherford’s offense was burglary, and his 
life has been a checkered one. 

At one time he was one of the most trusted 
negroes in Atlanta. He was cook of the 
Markham house and{in several private families 
at various times. 

During the latter part of their time there 
were many burglaries reported in Atlanta. 
Rutherford was well known and at first 
there was not the slightest suspicion of him.

The Guards marched to the Park hotel, 
where they were quartered until after dinner, 
when they went out and took up their quarters 
in camp.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

NEW YORK, June 23.—The feeling in Wal! street, 
if anything, is rather less confident than of late, the 
renewal of gold shipments having had a discouraging 
efiect upon holders, while the bears are making the 
most of the occasion by the circulation of all sorts of 
rumors in regard to the financial situation abroad, 
throwing doubt upon the ability of large firms known 
to have received aid last fall to pull through, while be- 
littling the crop prospects at home.

They Will Petition the Governor for a Part 
of the Chickamauga Encampment 
Appropriation.

The colored military troops are bound 
have an encampment, if hard work will en- 
able them to succeed in their cherished object. 

All over the state the movement is on foot 
and the matter will come toa head July 34d, 
the date det for the negro drill in Atlanta. 

At a convention held by the commissioned 
officers composing the colored military of Sa- 
vannah recently, ,the following call was 
issued: 

To the Officers and Members of the Col- 
ored Volunteer ‘Troops of Georgia: After due 
consideration, it is advised by these presents 
that we recommend a convention of the colored 
military of the state of Georgia be held in the city 
of Atlanta on Friday, the 3d day of July, 1891, at 
J o'clock in the afternoon, at Mystic hall, corner 
of Edgewood avenue and Butler street, for the 
consideration of matters of importance for 
the welfare of the colored troops of Geor- 
gia, and that each company be and 
is entitled to three representatives each; and 
that the field and staff of the First, Second and 
Third battalions, Georgia Volunteers, colored, are 
also entitled to three representatives each. Each 
commissioned officer of the state colored troops 
is entitled to participate in the deliberations of 
the convention, with the exception of voting. It 
is earnestly desired that the great importance of 
this convention be considered, and that a full rep- 
resentation be sent, as matters of vital importance 
to the colored military will come before the 
meeting. 

The “call” is signed by J. C. Simmons, 
chairman, and endorsed by two colonels, one 
major, nine captains, three lieutenants and 
many others. 

The negroes have long contemplated acting 
in the matter—in fact, from the time the ap- 
propriation by the state was made; but it is 
only within the last few days that they have 
taken any definite steps towards securing a 
share of the fund. They seem confident that 
they will succeed when they present their 
case to the governor in full, and that he will 
take the necessary initiative steps to give 
them what they term their rights. 

The act which authorizes the appropriation 
is addressed to the militia of the state of 
Georgia. As they are a part of the state’s 
military force, and come under the head of 
militia, itis claimed that they are entitled to 
a pro rata share of the money. 

A prominent member of one of the Atlanta 
companies presented his views of the matter 
to the governor individually and merely 
as a private citizen, and says that 
he was informed that no action in 
the premises could be taken until 
it was done in an official way. Then it was 
decided to hold the convention and to petition 
for a share of the appropriation. It seems 
that they wish Governor Northen to veto the 
expenditure of the fund until it is determined 
what their status in the affair is. 

However, it is needless to say that this will 
not be done. 

In speaking of the proposed action of the 
convention the prominent negro who waited 
on the governor, said: 

Wo are subject to the orders of the gov- 
ernor and advisory board the same as the 
white troops, and, therefore, as the act says 
the money shall be used for the military of the 
state, I don’t see why we should not be treated 
fairly and given our just dues.
